In effort to stem tide of pandemic, 
the last call made across Maryland

By Monday afternoon, Leigh Phil- 
ipkosky and her staff had placed all the 
chairs upside down atop the bar and 
tables at O.L.A.R. in Brewers Hill. They 
turned off the lights and locked the doors. 

For how long, and to what effect on 
their incomes — and their neighborhood’s 
need to gather over an occasional pint or 
meal there — was another uncertainty in 
the new normal brought on by the 


coronavirus. On Monday, Gov. Larry 
Hogan ordered bars and restaurants to 
shut down except for takeout and deliv- 
ery as part of Maryland’s escalating 
efforts to keep people home and slow the 
spread of the virus. 

“Nobody can afford to lose two weeks 
of business. We’re all worried, but we’re 
also being responsible and we’re looking 
out for the best for the community,” 
Philipkosky said as she closed up the bar 
and restaurant she’s owned for eight 
years. 


“We're a neighborhood spot and I want 
their well-being as much as my own.” 

O.L.A.R. stands for Of Love and Regret, 
and there was plenty of both as bars and 
eateries throughout the state served up 
last call before the 5 p.m. closing man- 
dated by the governor. 

Philipkosky said she’d miss “the inter- 
actions with the guests.” Her bar manager 
Russ Ward said wryly he’d miss “the 
money.”

Hogan expects case 
count to rise, seeks 
more hospital beds

Maryland bars, restaurants, movie thea- 
ters and gyms closed their doors Monday 
under an unprecedented order by Gov. 
Larry Hogan designed to slow the co- 
ronavirus outbreak, which he said is going 
to be “much worse” than most people 
expect. 

The governor also said at an Annapolis 
news conference that the state is seeking to 
add thousands more hospital beds so the 
current facilities don’t become overloaded. 

The mass closures took effect at 5 p.m. 
Grocery stores, banks, pharmacies and 
other essential services remain open. 

At Avenue Kitchen & Bar in Hampden, 
which has festive strings of lights below its 
striped awning, a sign on the door explained 
that because of the virus, the restaurant was 
“currently offering take-out or curbside 
pickup only” which Hogan’s order permits, 
along with delivery. 

The governor seemed to be sounding an 
alarm with his tone Monday, as well as his 
actions, and hoping Marylanders were

US gives new 
advice in crisis

WASHINGTON — The White House on 
Monday urged all older Americans to stay 
home and everyone to avoid crowds and 
eating out at restaurants as part of sweeping 
guidelines meant to combat an expected 
surge of coronavirus cases. 

President Donald Trump, in a marked 
shift in tone about a crisis that has 
enveloped the globe, for the first time 
acknowledged that the pandemic may send 
the U.S. economy into a recession and 
suggested that the nation may be dealing 
with the virus until ‘July or August.” 

The guidelines, which would rewrite the 
norms of American society for half a month, 
were released as the U.S. government tried 
to blunt the impact of an expected surge of 
coronavirus cases, racing to bolster testing 
and aid even as the financial markets 
tumbled.

Area grocers say 
they just need 
time to restock

Relax, folks, we don’t need to buy out all 
the meat, bread and toilet paper. Despite the 
empty shelves in some stores, there’s plenty 
more in warehouses waiting to be deliv- 
ered. 

Baltimore-area shoppers rushed stores 
again Monday, as the number of confirmed 
Maryland cases continued to grow, the 
governor issued new orders to shut down 
bars, restaurants, gyms and theaters, and 
the current closure of schools looked like it 
could stretch well beyond two weeks. 

But retailers warned against the panic 
buying that has stressed their supply chains 
— their warehouses, their delivery fleets 
and efforts to restock shelves. And they 
sought to reassure customers that they are 
prepared for what will undoubtedly be 
higher demand in coming months. 

“What folks are seeing right now is not a 
product of lack of supply;’ said Ira Kress, 
interim president of Giant Food, the 
region’s largest supermarket chain. “There 
is not a food shortage. There is not a supply
